Carter to scrap 
$50 rebate plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Carter 
has decided to scrap his controversial plan 
to give 150 tax rebates to 200 million 
Americans because he is convinced the 
economy will improve without the stimulus, 
administration sources said today. 
White House Press Secretary Jody Powell 
indicated that the report is true and that 
Carter’s proposed $2 billion investment tax 
credit is being scrapped as well. 
"If you withdraw the rebate, you couldn’t 
very well not withdraw the business tax 


benefit also,” Powell said. “If you don’t 
need the one, you don’t need the other.” 
It was learned Carter made the final 
decision to drop the rebate plan Wednesday 
night. A formal announcement of the action 
was expected today, possibly from the 
President himself. 
Although the rebate plan was known to be 
in trouble in Congress, sources insisted this 
was not the main reason Carter decided to 
withdraw it. They acknowledged, however, 
that it is likely that many people will in­ 


terpret the decision that way. 
Critics of the plan, including Federal 
Reserve Board Chairman Arthur F Bums, 
had warned that the plan would fuel in­ 
flation. 
The Los Angeles Times said Carter was 
expected to announce today that he was 
withdrawing both the rebate proposal and a 
$2 billion investment tax credit for industry. 
The two proposals are major segments of 
his proposed economic stimulus program

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FDA reveals saccharin plan 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Food and Drug Administration, 
standing by its plan to ban saccharin as an additive to foods and 
beverages, today proposed to allow the sweetener to be sold as an 
over-the-counter drug carrying a warning label that it “may 
increase your risk at cancer.” 
FDA Commissioner Donald Kennedy, who took office only a 
week ago, said his proposal “would reduce saccharin use by up to 
»0 per cent,” eliminating it from the diet soft drinks where most 
of the sugar substitute is now found. 
The ban also would extend to use of saccharin in cosmetics, 
such as toothpaste and mouthwashes, and as an ingredient of 
other drugs to make them taste better. 
The FDA said manufacturers will have six months after the 
ban takes effect to prove that saccharin is a safe and effective 
drug. If they are unable to prove the drug’s safety, all forms of 
the sugar substitute will be ordered off the market. 
The FDA said its over-thecounter sale proposal is designed to 
help diabetics and other persons who "for medical reasons must 
restrict their intake of sugar. ” 
The sweetener would be widely available for sale in powder or 
pill form wherever aspirin and other similar product are sold. It 
also could be given away in restaurants so long as the packages 
carry the required warning label. 
The proposal will be the subject of a 60-day public comment 
period and two days of public hearings next month, after which 
the agency may amend its proposal before putting final 
regulations into effect. 
Sunshine law hearing ordered 


ST. LOUIS (AP) — A federal appellate panel has ordered a 
hearing on the constitutionality of provisions contained in Mis­ 
souri’s so-called “Sunshine Laws.” 
Citing a possible infringement on the First Amendment, the 
panel Wednesday reversed an earlier ruling by Judge H. Kenneth 
Wangelin of U.S. District Court. 
The order by the 8th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals stemmed 
from a suit filed by a St. Louis newspaper, the Globe-(-Democrat, 
which challenged an amendment to the 1972 law. 
That amendment closes or expunges arrest records where no 
charges have been filed against a suspect. 
Writing for the panel, Judge Gerald W. Heaney said, "We find 
it hard to believe that the Court intended that any governmental 
striction on access to sources of information is constitutionally 
permissible.”

MOSCOW (AP) — Soviet rejection of the latest U.S. arms 
limitation proposals is final, Pravda said today, asserting that 
they “ not only lack any constructive element but in general 
cannot be the subject of serious discussion.” 
The Soviet Communist party newspaper dismissed suggestions 
by U.S. officials that the Soviet government rejected the 
proposals during Secretary of State Cyrus Vance's recent visit to 
Moscow because it needed more time to study them.

Missourians are finally seeing 
the light at the end of the 
tunnel 
since 
the 
unem­ 
ployment rate is now declining 
after a two-year recession. 
The state 
unemployment 
rate has dropped from 6.8 per 
cent in 1975 to 6.2 per cent in 
1976. The rate forecasted for 
1977 marks a further decline to 
5.5 per cent. 
Tom Righthouse, director of 
research and analysis for the 
Missouri 
Division of Em­ 
ployment Security, says that 
even during the recession, 
M issouri’s 
unemployment 
rate was one and a half to two 
per 
cent 
lower 
than 
the 
national average. 


If 
projections 
made 
by 
Edward 
Robb, 
economics 
professor at the University of 
Missouri are correct, the state 
will widen the gap in 1977. 
Righthouse 
says 
that 
Missouri has fared so well 
because of the diversity of the 
state’s economy. 
“ Agriculture provides 
a 
buffer for the manufacturing 
industries," he says. 
Tourism and retail 
also 
have offset the declines in 
manufacturing that caused 
the high unemployment rates 
in the east, Righthouse says. 
The manufacturing sector of 
the economy, which was the 
hardest hit by the recession, 
was mostly responsible for 
increased unemployment in 
1974 and 1975. Those industries 
began recovering 
in

The county contains turkey

The Ozarks and other areas 
that 
depend 
heavily 
on 
recreation for their livelihood 
are also hard hit by seasonal 
changes. This keeps their 
unemployment rate a little

northern 
Missouri, which has a lower 
population and depends more 
on agriculture and small in­ 
dustry. 
Southeastern Missouri, on 
the other hand, has the highest 
unemployment rate of the 
rural areas. It is still feeling 
the pinch of the recession 
because of the layoffs in St. 
Ix)uis, says Hammond. 
He says some people in the 
area commuted 150 miles one 
way each day to work in St. 
Ixmis. 
When the plants in St. l,ouis 
closed down, they looked for 
work in the local area. Since 
less industry is located in the 
southeast than in St. Ixmis, 
they could not find jobs.

On the veranda 
by the palm trees a pianist in 
tropical whites spins out “As 
Time Goes By” for 35 visiting 
American millionaires. 
The scene at Colombo’s Galle 
Face Hotel, once the province 
of British colonials, would be 
enough to start the socialist 
adrenalin of some Sri l^ankans 
flowing, and fast. They claim 
the influx of tourists to the 
“resplendent isle," growing at 
more than 20 per cent a year, 
is upsetting the country’s quest 
for a society of equals and is 
bringing back some bad old 
habits under new guises.

Missouri’s conservation 
plan in spotlight 


KANSAS CITY (A P I - For 
only an eighth of a penny, the 
Missouri Conservation Depart­ 
ment plans a return investment 
of incalculable value. 
The Missouri plan has cap­ 
tured 
the attention of con­ 
servation officials and environ­ 
mentalists around the nation. If 
adopted by enough states it 
could revolutionize the financ­ 
ing of conservation programs. 
Quite simply, Missouri voters 
narrowly approved an amend­ 
ment raising the state sales tax 
one-eighth of a cent and ear­ 
marking the funds for state 
conservation Only after a five- 


year 
campaign 
were 
con­ 
servation groups able to get the 
proposal to the voters. 
“ This 
can 
accurately 
be 
termed a revolutionary thing," 
said Charlie Davidson, the ad­ 
ministrative assistant for the 
Conservation 
Federation of 
Missouri. 
“ Historically, 
conservation 
has been treated as something 
of an unwanted stepchild by 
most 
state 
govern­ 
ments...expected to get by on 
hunting and fishing licenses 
alone Now, for the first time, 
we’ve got what we need, a 
broad base of financing for pro­ 


grams that will benefit every­ 
one.” 
“ We’ve heard from every 
state in the nation on this,” Da­ 
vidson added. “ People want to 
know how we did it.” 
Nathanial Reed, a former as­ 
sistant secretary of the interior, 
has been one of the biggest 
boosters of the Missouri plan. 
"As realists, we know that 
we have to decide what kind of 
environment we wish to leave 
behind for our children and 
grandchildren." he said. “ For 
that reason, this can be seen as 
a 
chance 
to 
do something 
rare...in asking for a tax on 
yourself." 
Officials estimate the tax will 
co6t each Missourian an aver­ 
age of about $3 or $4 annually, 
and 
pour 
into 
state 
con­ 
servation coffers about $26 mil­ 
lion the first year, to be added 
to the department’s current 
budget of $18 million. The tax 
goes into affect July 1. 
"With $44 million, we’ll be 
able to do so much," said Da­ 
vidson, "Our first priorities will 
be land acquisition and ex­

The Food and Drug Adminis­ 
tration, deciding frozen dessert 
lovers and cosmetic wearers 
should be able to answer those 
questions, announced new regu­ 
lations Tuesday to force both 
industries to label their prod­ 
ucts. 
In both cases, the action fol­ 
lows lengthy reviews by the 
FDA 
The agency began consid­ 
ering labeling changes in frozen 
desserts, including ice cream, 
sherbet, and water ices, in July 
1974. 
It had to win a court case to 
establish its right to order la­ 
bels placed on cosmetics 
Ice cream makers can start 
using the new labels in two 
months; 
they won’t become 
mandatory until July 1, 1979. 
Ice cream sold in bulk con­ 
tainers will have to be labeled 
as "ice cream," "flavored" or 
“ artificial.” 
It can only be called ice 
cream if it contains no arti­ 
ficial flavoring. 
But if it is enhanced with ar­ 
tificial flavor, the label must 
say 
chocolate-flavored 
ice 
cream, for example, and state 
elsewhere that artificial flavor 
is added. 
In ice cream that is more ar­ 
tificial flavoring than real, the 
label must say “ artificial ice 
cream,” the FDA says. 
The agency's order is final, 
although 
its 
implementation 


may be delayed by objections, 
a spokesman said. 
The 
cosmetics 
regulations, 
fought bitterly by a $6 billion a- 
year 
industry, 
require each 
item to contain a label of its 
ingredients, in descending or­ 
der of predominance. 
The FDA published its pro­ 
posed regulations in May 1975, 
but the Independent Cosmetic 
Manufacturers 
and 
D is­ 
tributors, an industry group, 
filed suit to block the action. 
The U.S. Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals here recently upheld the 
regulations, and the FDA re­ 
sponded with the new regu­ 
lations, which take effect at the 
end of the week. 
The industry claimed that 
consumers will find themselves 
confronted with higher prices to 
pay

of 
preparing 
lengthy labels. 
Lipstick may contains more 
than a dozen chemical com­ 
pounds,

while other products contain as 
many as 50 ingredients. 
The industry also expressed 
fear that it would be forced to 
divulge trade secrets on the la­ 
bels.

COLUMBIA, Mo. (AP) - The 
head of the division of Ameri­ 
can archaeology at the Univer­ 
sity of Missouri-Columbia said 
today that articles published by 
the Kansas City Times about 
some of its research projects 
“ are composed almost entirely 
of mistaken information." 
Dr. William H. Marquardt 
made the statements at a news 
conference and in a two-page 
prepared statement. 
“ One is led to wonder if the 
articles are intended to em bar­ 
rass the university at a time 
when its budget allocation is 
under consideration by the leg­ 
islature,” Or Marquardt said. 
“ Why are Mr. Fisher and the 
Kansas City Times so inter­ 
ested in discrediting our re­ 
search program? The motiva­ 
tion for the articles continues to 
remain a m ystery."

Dr. Marquardt referred par­ 
ticularly to the first two of four 
copyrighted stories written by

site explored 
by a 
team from the university in 
1976 under a contract with the 
Missouri Highway Commission 
It called for the salvage of arti­ 
facts left by prehistoric Indians 
at three sites near Missouri 
City. They are on the right-of- 
way for a rebuilding of Mis­ 
souri 210 between Kansas City 
and Richmond, Mo. It is called 
the “ Jacobson site.” 
Dr. Marquardt undertook to 
refute statement’s in Fisher's 
stories which he interpreted as 
implying 
that 
archaeologists 
have acted irresponsibly and 
are becoming rich from mani­ 
pulation of relatively new fed­ 
eral laws for the preservation 
of cultural resources 


“ Nothing could be further 
from the truth,” Dr. Marquardt 
said. 
“ The tone of the articles is 
particularly disheartening be­ 
cause I, other members of the 
division’s staff and several uni­

officials 
cooperated 
completely with Mr. Fisher's 
investigation. It seems clear 
that he saw fit to ignore many 
facts and write instead a large­ 
ly distorted and unfair account 
of professional archaeoogial re­ 
search and of one particular 
project, the Jacobson project.”

Lawmakers last received a pay increase 
in 1969, the secretary of state in 1973, the 
auditor in 1971 and the other statewide 
elected officials in 1969.

Sen Emory Melton, who opposed all three

(AP) — The Missouri Senate on 
Wednesday rejected an attempt 
to reduce proposed interest rate 
increases for small loans. 
Sen. J. B. Banks, D-St. Louis, 
offered 
a 
substitute 
which 
would 
have 
reduced

amounts upon which the higher 
rates could be charged, but the 
Senate defeated his proposal, 
10-19. 
After Banks' substitute was 
defeated, the upper chamber 
set the measure aside for later 
consideration. 
Under the measure, the max­ 
imum annual interest which 
may be charged on small loans 
would increase to 30 per cent, 
and the ceiling for that higher 
rate would jump to $5,000. Cur­ 
rently, 
the 
ceiling 
for 
a 
"small” loan is set at $500 with 
an annual interest rate of 26 62 
per cent. 
The loan increase is needed 
because small loan companies 
have not had a rate hike since 
1951, and many companies are 
leaving the state because of the 
low rates, according to Sen. Joe 
Frappier, the St. Charles Re­ 
publican who is handling the 
bill. 
Banks, 
saying 
his 
con­ 
stituents rely heavily on small 
loans, replied that “charging 
the amount of interest they are 
charging, they're going to be in 
a healthy financial position for 
the next 26 years." 
Sponsor John Dennis, D-Bent- 
on, said Frappier was handling 
the bill because Dennis owned 
stock in banks in southwest 
Missouri and his sponsoring of 
the measure might appear to
